wheat by cross breeding and selection 
by different agencies such as experi- 
mental farms and prominent seed 
growers, but with no restriction on 
the number of varieties licensed the 
result has been that a large number 
of varieties have been produced, not 
all of which have proved superior to 
the existing varicties, 

“In many cases the new wheat va- 


j Tieties are higher yielding or have 


greater rust resistance but are lower 
in milling or baking qualities than 
the previous standard varietics. The 
result of mixing several varieties of 
more or less different characteristics 
has been a steady trend away from 
uniformity in the whole crop, The 
fewer the varieties the greater the 
uniformity. 

“One such recent introduction is 
the Vermillion wheat variety, which’
